(An emphatic) Yes. See 707 KAR 1:350,Section 1. The change from a
resource

room to the general education classroom is a change in placement that
must

be made by the ARC, based on the student®s individual needs.
Administrative

needs shall not override the rights of the student under the IDEA to
have

this decision made by the ARC.
